AGAINST THE MAYOR OF NEW 
ORLEANS, 


THE JUDGE'S CHARGE TO.HE GRAND JURY. 


Provenzano Appeals fo the Archbishop, and 
the Priest Who Made the Charges | 
KRetracts Them. 


New ORLEANS, March 17.—The city re- 
mains very quiet. The Mafia warning re- 
ceived by W. 8S. Parkerson, who led the citi- 
zens’ movement on Saturday, does not make 
him feel uneasy, although there may be some 
foundation forit. Parkerson treats the letter 
lightly. He knows thatif a hair of his head 
was touched,it would resultin a terrible pun- 
ishment of Italians and Sicilians. 

The result of the events of Saturday is that 
the Provenzanos and Matrangas are accusing 
each other of being members of the Mafia, 
and from this some important facts may 
become known. That the Matrangas are 
prominent in this society of assassins there 
gecms to be no boubt, but in the Hennessy case 
there was not sufficient evidence to implicate 
Charles tranga. The grand jury is in- 
vestigating charges of the bribery of jurors in 
the Hennessy case, and it is understood they 
have some important clues. 

Today Judge Marr, of section A, criminal 
district court, instructed the grand jury to 
make a rigid investigation of the occurrences 
on Saturday. 

Great interest attaches to the whereabouts 
of Private Detective O’Malley, at whose door 
are laid charges of bribery. It is believed he is 
in hiding in this city. It is not likely that 
O'Malley will continue to live in New Or- 
leans, as the feeling against him is very strong 

The records of the registration office in this 
city show that Antonio Marchesi was regis- 
tered as a voter October 3, 1890. He was one 
of the four that the Italian consul claimed 
were still Italian subjects. 

THE MAYOR THREATENED. 

Mayor Shakespeare yesterday received a let- 
ter purporting to come from a committee of 
3,000 Italians, notifying him that Parkerson, 
Wickliffe and himself must die at the hands 
of the aforesaid committee. In conclusion 
the letter states that the chief assassins are 
not yet caught. Chief of Police Gaster thinks 
all such letters are a hoax. 

PROVENZANO AND THE ARCHBISHOP. 

Joe Provenzano this morning called on 
Archbishop Janssens, relative to the accusa- 
tion of Father Menoritta, charging him 
(Provenzono) with connection with the Mafia. 
Provenzano stated tothe archbishop that the 
accusation was not only unpleasant, but that 
being made at this time, tended to do him 
harm, especially as it came from a priest. 

Provenzano said further that he had never 
had any relations of any nature with Men- 
oritta—not even being acquainted - with 
him. He said to the bishop that he had not 
carried out his first impulse to bring the mat- 
ter to the attention of the courts, but had come 
to ask advice from the head of the church. 

Archbishop Janssens replied he was sorry 
that the affair had occurred and he had already 
seen Father Menoritta, who had written a 
letter for publication which he thought would 
be satisfactory, asit exonerated Provenzano 
from the Mafia accusation. 

The archbishop further told Provenzano that 
Father Menoritta had been very much excited 
recently, and he thought it best for all to drop 
the matter; that he did not believe the Ameri- 
cans bad anything against law-abidingjltalians, 
and that he was convinced that Father 
Menoritta would not be molested. Joseph 
Provenzano says that, as he only wanted to 
clear himself of the Mafia accusations, he will 
take no further steps in the matter. 

PLAIN WORDS FROM A PRIEST. 

In his letter Father Menoritta says he ex- 
onerates Provenzano before the public of the 
charges he made that Prowenzano belonged to 
the Mafia, and in conclusion says: 

As for the rest you are authorized to say that 
Provenzano himself cannot believe that I know 
any one belonging tothe Mafia, though with every- 
body in the city 1 am convinced that unhappilly 
such a society exists among us, and that midnight 
murders will not be or as long as this society 
shail not be annihilated. 

John Caruso and Sunzeri were seen by a 
reporter in the parish prison this morning 
and Provenzano’s statement read to them. 
The prisoners showed much uneasiness, but 
denied ever having anything todo with the 
Mafia. . 

HOW THE MAFIA WORKED SCAFFEDI. 

The statement is published this evening 
that Scaffedi, an uncle of the man who was 
slain Saturday; was blackmailed by the Mafia 
about five years ago; $500 was demanded, but 
Provenzano and others advised him not to 


pay. 

The Mafia finally agreed to take $250 pro- 
viding the victim would pay for the dinner 
that appears to follow asuccessful robbery and 
precede contemplated murders. To get from 
under the ban, Scaffedi agreed to the terms 
and went with- Matranga to @ swamp where 
two masked men were met. Matranga ex- 
seme to them that Scaffedi was showing a 

isposition to do the best he conld, and the 
amount he was willing to pay should satisfy 
them. The masked men agreed to this and 
the party, together with others, afterwaz, 
enjoyed a spread at the expense of Seaffedi. 

Charging the Grand Jury. 

New OrveEans, Marck 17.—Judge Marr in 

section A, of the criminal court, today charged 


the grand jury as follows: 

Since your last adjournment New Orleans has 
been the scene of a deplorable tragedy, which 
terminated in the death of eleven persons, pris- 
oners in the custody of the law, charged with 
complicity in the assassination of David C. 
Hennessy, late chief of police of tuis city. 
Isay deplorable tragedy, because, without refer- 
ence to the causes, all good citizens must and do 
Fegret the taking of human life without warrant. 

The details and incidents of this alleged homi- 
Cide, and the causes and antecedents are matters 
of public notoriety. They are discussed in the 
daily press, and they largel cocmey the public 
mind at home and abroad. On Friday last the 
trial of a large number of persons with 
the murder of Chief Hennessy, which had occu- 
pied the court for some twenty-five days, termi- 
hated in a verdict of “not guilty’ as to all but 
three of those on trial and a mistrial a8 to these 
three. This result was received with evident dis- 
Satisfaction by those who had watched the pro- 
ceedings from day to day,and it was charged 
public y that some of the jurors and witnesses 

ad been bribed or otherwise tampered with and 
influenced. “

TWO HUNDRED ITALIANS DROWNED. 


A Steamship with Italians Bound for 
| America Sinks. 

GIBRALTAR, March 17.—The British steam- 
Ship Utopia, from Italian ports, bound to New 
York, with 700 Italian emigrants aboard, col- 
lided today with the British ironclad Rodney, 
at anchor in Gibraltar bay, and sank soon 
afterwards off Ragged Staff. On entering the 
bay the Utopia, before colliding with the Rod- 
ney, Tan into the British ironclad Anson. The 
Utopia sank ina few minutes. Boats were 
immediately lowed from the British ironclads, 
and also from the Sweedish man-of-war Freya. 
These boats rescued 180 passengers, who are 
now on board the various vessels. Many 
others who were rescued are lodged in gov- 
ernment buildings on shore. It is reported 
that the crew of the Utopia was saved, and 
that over 200 passengers perished. 
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THE ELEMENTS AGAINST THEM. 


The Gales in Italy Swept the Leaves from 
“s the Trees and Exposed the Fruit. 

EW YoRK, March 17.—Some excitemen 
has been caused in the foreign fruit Cade te 
this city by reports from Italy, to the effect 
that the orange and and lemon crops have 
been destroyed y recent storms. President 
Contencino, of the Italian Chamber of Com- 
merce, who, at present, is at Sorrento, Italy, 
has written a letter here, in which he says 
that the damage to. the orange and lemon 
crops has been enormous, and. was caused by 
the gale, which swept all the leaves off the 
trees, leaving the oranges and lemons without 
protection. Ibe crop. he estimates, will be 
reduced about 75 per cent. There are 
from 60,000 to 70,000 boxes of winter cut fruit 
stored there, leaving about an equal amount 
on the trees for shipment. Had it not been 
for the gale Sorrento would have shipped dur- 
ing the spring fully 300,000 boxes of oranges. 
The lemon crop suffered chiefly from hail, 
Which chilled the fruit. Sorrento will not ex- 

ort this season over 20,000 to 30,000 boxes of 
oe instead of, as formerly, about 100,000 


GENERAL JOE JOHNSTON ILL. 


He Is Suffering from a Cold Contracted at 
General Sherman’s Funeral. 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—General Joseph 
E. Johnston has been seriously ill for some 
days past and his condition is not improved 
tonight. 

The general has a severe cold. The ex- 
posure incident to the funeral of the late Gen- 
ernal W. T. Sherman taxed his health seri- 
ously, he being one of the honorary pallbearers. 
He has now been ill about a week and there is 
the greatest apprehension on account of his 
advanced age, eighty-two years. 

Congressman Springer T11. 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—Representative 
Springer, of Illinois. is seriously ill at his resi- 
dence in this city, suffering from an attack of 
nervous prostration, supplemented by a severe 


case of tbe “grip.” He has been ill ever since the 
adjournment of congress. 


GOLD BARKS DENIED. 


Exporters Compelled to Ship Gold Coin and 
Not Bullion. 

WASHINGZON, March 17,—Acting Secretary 
Nettleton today denfed'dn application for the 
exchange of $1,000,000 in gold bars at the New 
York assay office for gold coin for exportation, 
for the reason that it is not believed to be the 
duty of the government to furnish gold in its 
most convenient form for shipment from the 
United States at the present rate of exchange, 
viz., 4 cents per $100. This action was taken 
with the full approval of the president, 
under authority of the recent act 
of congress giving the secretary of the 
treasury discretionary power to refuse such 
exchanges whenever it is deemed necessary 
for the best interests of the government. The 
only exchange of gold bars since the passage 
of this law was one of $600,000 made several 
days ago, acharge of 4 cents per $100 being 
imposed. But as this rate does not seem to 
have deterred the shipment of government 


gold, the treasury department has decided to 


discontinue exchange altogether for the pres- 
ent. This policy will temporarily restrict all 
shipmehts of this character to gold bars and 
= coin held by, private firms and individ- 
uals. 

WHY THE REQUEST WAS DENIED. 

New York, March 17.—Late this afternoon 
Superintendent Mason, of the assay office re- 
ceived notice from the director of the mint that 
$1,000,000 in gold bars ordered by Heidelbach, 
Eichelheimer & Co.,and Lazard Freres, would 
not be allowed to be taken for export anda 
request for bars was refused. 

This is the first time in eight years that the 
government has refused to allow gold bars to 


be taken for export. Previous to that time, | 


exporters either had to ship gold coin or buy

The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

New York, March 17.--Futures opened at one 
to two points’ advance, closing dull, unchanged 
on near, and one to two points’ decline on late 
months from yesterday’s closing prices. It was 
not much of a market today. It was dull and 
feverishly unsettled. The early strength proceeded 
from the disappointment of the bears with the 
Liverpool report, but in the last hour there was a 
decided weakness from liberal receipts at the 
ports and dullness of speculation. There was an 
almost entire absence of demand, and the slight 
selling movement was sufficient to depress values. 
Spot cotton very dull.

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THE MAY GONVENTION, 


WHICH IS CALLED T0 MEET IN 
CINCINNATI, 


IS A FRAUD: ON THE FARMERS. 


It is-a Movement Engineered by the Old 
Greenbackers to Secure Control of 
the Dissatisfied Element. 


Cincinnati, O., March 17.—[Special.}-—It 
has been ascertained that the so-called third 
party convention, which is advertised to meet 
in this city on May 19th, ig nothing more than 
a gathering of the old greenback element, who 
want to anticipate the probable independent 
action of the farmers next winter, and secure 
control of the organization. The organizer of 
the proposed convention in this city is Captain 
C. A. Power of Terre Haute, Ind., who is 
backed up by Colonel S.F. Norton, of Chicago, 
and W. F. Rightmire, of Kansas. Both Power 
and Norton have been prominent in the green~ 
back party. 

IT I8 NOT ENDORSED. 

The 19th of May convention is not endorsed 
by the alliance or the Knights of Labor lead- 
ers, who have all agreed to hold a national 
conference in this city on the 22d of next Feb- 
ruary, to take steps to form a new party. Itis 
understood that some correspondence has 
passed between Ralph Beaumont, president of 
the National Citizens’ Alliance, and Captain 
Power, who is said to be the organizer of the 
Citizens’ Industrial Alliance, relative to this 
matter. The northern and colored alliances 
have all refused to countenance Power's con- 
vention, and the only prominent men who will 
attend are Senator Peffer and Congressman 
Simpson, of Kansas. 

THE CALL REPEATED. 

The call for the 19th of May convention con- 
tains the names of many leading men whose 
names were used without authority, and who 
have publicly repudiated the movement, 
Among these are A. J. Streeter, of Lilinois; 
General J. B. Weaver, of Iowa; and Hugh 
Cavanaugh, of Cincinnati. 

The men who are controlling the May con- 
vention say that there will be a very large at- 
tendance of people who want a change in the 
existing political parties, and are unwilling to 
wait until next year. The industrial alliance 
faction boldly charges that the postponement 
ofthe conference of the alliance and labor 
forces until next February is only a scheme 


on the part of the politicians to prevent a 


third party ticket in the field next year. 
BAD FEELING ENGENDERED. 

A good deal of bad feeling is likely to be de- 

veloped over the situation, for there is no 
doubt that the Power crowd will hold their 
convention, if there are not more than fifty 
delegates present. The alliancemen in Indi- 
ana and some parts of Ohio will send dele- 
gates here to try and prevent the organization 
of anew party at this time, while another 
wing of the alliance in this state will seek to 
have a state ticket in the field this fall, inde- 
pendent of the two old parties. 
@Mr. Power will be in Cincinnati the first of 
next month to make arrangements for his con- 
vention, but it is doubtful if he will receive 
much encouragement fram the former mem- 
bers of the Jabor party. 


THE NEXT CLERKSHIP. 


It Will Most Likely Go to Mr. Kerr, of Penn- 
sylvania. 

WasHineton, March 17.—[Special.]—It 
was supposed fc~ a while that Congressman 
Grimes, of Georgia, would be a candidate for 
clerk of the next house, and he was urged to 
enter the race, but he held back for fear he 
might handicap Judge Crisp in the speaker- 
ship contest. : 

It now appears that it would be useless for 
Mr. Grimes to enter the arena, even in the 
event of Judge Crisp’s defeat. Congressman 
Kerr, of Pennsylvania, has madea thorough 
canvass of the democratic members of the 
next house, and claimed today, in conversa- 
tion with Tae ConsTITUTION, that his victory 


was already assured. Mr. Kerris a very pop- 
ular man. He was chairman of the 
democratic committee last year during 
the brilliant Pattison-Delamater campaign. 


DEMOCRATIC DEMONSTRATION

THE PEOPLE WITH HIM. 


4 ROUSING OVATION TO ME. GLAD- 
STONE 


AS HE WAS DEPARTING FOR HASTINGS, 


A Great Multitude at Charing Cross Depot 
in London Give the Grand Old Man 
a Warm Keception. 


Lonpon, March 17.—Mr. Gladstone received 
@ tremendous and spontaneous ovation today. 
He was leaving Charing Cross railroad station 
for Hastings, when an immense crowd gath- 
ered at the defot in order to witness his de- 
parture. Fired by enthusiasm, the crowd, 
cheering itself hoarse after Mr. Gladstone ap- 
peared, broke down the barriers and made a 
rush for the “Grand Old Man,” cheering and 
waving hats and handkerchiefs as if mad with 
joy to see the veteran statesman. ” 

A number of extra enthusiastic admirers 
Mr. Gladstone, not content with demoralizing 
the depot with their outbreak of admiration, 
scrambled up on top of the train, which was 
to take Mr. Gladstone out of town, and there 
they stood and yelled and cheered and 
waved their hate and handkerchiefs until 
the train starting suddenly, threw several 
of them down upon the tracks and platform. 
Two were so seriously injured that they had 
to be taken to the hospital, and several others 
were badly cut and bruised. The railroad 
station fairly shook with cheers as the train 
bearing Mr. Gladstone: moved out of the 
building on its way to the seaside. 

Previous to the departure of the train, the 
executive committee of the Radical Associa- 
tion presented an address to Mr. Gladstone in 
which 1t was stated that the association was 
hopeful of a brilliant triumph for Mr. Glad- 
stone and his followers in the coming elec- 
tions, but the turmoil prevailing in the depot 
Was so great that Mr. Gladstone was utterly 
unable to say a wordin reply. He could only 
expressjby signs his appreciation of the sen- 


address. 

At Tunbridge a large crowd greeted Mr. 
Gladstone, and an address was preseated him. 
He made a brief address saying, among other 
things, that he hoped to shake hands witha 
liberat member from Tunbridge after the 
next parliamentary’ election. He as- 
sured them that whatever measure 
of home rule was proposed, its 
spirit and basis would be unchanged from 
those of the former one§ (cheers); that it 
would be compatible with English honor and 
would bring peace and contentment to Ireland 
and life to the union. The enfranchisement 
measures of 1884 were of benefit to the whole 
country. It was now of public interest that 
every householder should enjoy equal voting 

wer, 

Upon his arrival at Hastings) Mr. Gladstone 
received a perfect ovation. The streets were 
brilliantly decorated with bunting, and the 
veteran parliamentarian was welcomed in 
royal style. Here another address was pre- 
‘sented Mr. Gladstone, in reply to which he 
made a long speech. Mr. Gladstone said that 
he found little to blame in Salisbury’s foreign 
policy during reeent years; but he condemned 
the policy of Goschen, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, in concerting fictitious surpluses and 
concealing real expenditures from parliament 
> in order to manufacture a satisfactory budget. 
The finances of the country were inkimavely 
eonnected with its liberties, and he protested 
against the insidious attempts to undermine 
the power of the house of 
commons to control expenditures’ 
Alludingto the Irish parliamentary party, 
Gladstone remarked that the party now exist- 
ing was the result of along series of events 
and united efforts, It could not be disputed 
that the members of this party were bound to 
sink their individual opinion and bow te the 
opinions of the majority. That opinion had 
been generally used in the interests of the 
empire. 

‘*Before proceeding any further,’’ Mr. Glad- 
stone added, ‘“‘I should like to say a word 
about Mr. Parnell’s speech, in which he said 
that he had opposed the claims of labor can- 
didates in England in consequence of an 
obligation he was under to liberal ieaders. 
There is not one word of truth in this state- 


Far from opposing the claims of the labor can- 
didates, I have always been ready to support 
them. [Cheers.] 

Touching upon the painful disclosures of 
the divorce court, Mr. Gladstone said it was 
not place to judge of the amount of delin- 
quency, but it was the part of the liberals upon 
what principles they would be fguided in the 
disposal of their votes. 


FRENCH TARIFF AGITATION, 


A Complete Reaction in France—Views of 
Prominent Men. 

Paris, March 17.—Apropos of the present 
tariff agitation, M. de Molinari, editor of Le 
Journal des Economistes, and a well-known 
advocate of free trade principles, said to a cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press: ‘‘There is 
a complete reaction in France in favor of pro- 
tection. In both chambers the protectionists 
have a strong majority. Itis true that atleast 
two members of the present ministry—Rouvier, 
minister of finance, and Yves Guyot, minister 
of public works—are pronounced free traders, 
but they can do nothing for the cause. The 
step that parliament is about to take will in- 
jure France enormously. Our manufacturers 
see no further than the ends of their noses. 
Protection is a suicidal policy, and yet the pro- 
tectionist spirit has existed in France.”’ 

M. Courcelle-Seneuil], a member of the Insti 
tute, said: 

*‘T am persuaded that the tariff which isnow 
being prepared is not destined to remain in 
force for a very long period. The example of 
the United States in its recent legislation has 
had great influence in France. But if America 
should now veer round in the direction of free

NINE STORIES ABLAZE 


BUBNING OF AN IMMENSE STRUCT- 
URE IN NEW YORK. 


DESTRUCTION OF “SOHHFELD'S FOLLY.” 


Large Clothing Manufactories Sustain Severé 
Losses—Danger from the Falling Walls. 
The Firms and Their Losses. 


New York, Match 17.—Fire started, no one 
knows how, in the sub-basement of a nine- 
story, mansard-roofed brick and iron building, 
on the southeast corner of Bleeker and Green 
streets, at 5:20 o’clock this afteruoon, and ut 
terly ruined it and spreading to two buildings 
east of it, destroyed them as well, and another 
in the rear that ran from Green to Merces 
street. It will be classed among the largest 
fires ever known in this city. Over $2,000,000 
worth of value rolled skyward in smoke and 
flame in less than five hours. 

The building in which the fire originally 
started was owned by Mendel Bros., real estate 
men, of Chicago, and was occupied by Alfred 
Benjamin & Co., probably the largest man- 
ufacturers of fine ready-made men’s clothing 
in the country. It was a stock sompany, com: 
posed Isiah Josefa, A. Hochstatder, Eugene 
Benjamin, David Hochstatder, and as specials, 
Jesse and Samuel Rosenthal. 

The first alarm was turned in at 5:200’clock, 
a second at 5:25 o’clock p. m., and then others 
followedin rapid succession, until finally the 
greater portion of the engines in the lower part 
of the city were at the spot. 

THE FIREMEN BAFFLED. 

At first it seemed as if the firemen would 
have an easy victory over the flames. There 
was no appearance of fire, but thick black 
smoke poured out of the basement and rose in 
volumes about as high as the house top, then 
blew down in the streets again, making it 
@ bard task for the firemen to work at all. 
Sudderly, with hardly a moment’s notice the 
flames tore their way up through the building 
and burst through the roof in a blaze that 
could be seen for miles about. Then every 
floor was attacked by the devouring element 
until from the sub-besement to the roof the 
magnificent building was a fiery furnace. 

ANOTHER BUILDING CATCHES. 

A six-story building adjoining the giant, on 
the east end, occupied by M. H. Rosenstein, 
ostrich feathers, was next to succumb to the 
flames, which then moved on to a double 
brick building, owned and occupied in partby 
Hammerssiough, Saks & Co.,clothiers, on the 
third, fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh floors, 
and by E. V. Connett & Co., hatters, on the 
lower floors. 

Meantime the fire had extended on the 
Green street side to a six-story, twenty-five 
foot front brick building, occupied partly by 
Rosenstein and partly by Sylvester, Levacher 
& Co., manufacturers of hats and furs. The 
building extends through to Mercer street, and 
the fire speedily forced its way out on that 
side of the structure. 

About 7 o’clock the roof of the building in 
which the fire started fell in with a crash,

A te® minu ter the front wall toppled 
and fell‘in& Blééker street’and the firemer 
had to scurry to save their lives. Finally, 
one of the walls of the building was lefi 
standing. Then the roof of Hammersiongh’s 
building fell in, but the walls remained in- 
tact. 

By 10 o’clock the firemen had the flames 
well in hand and there seemed to be no danger 
of its spreading further. 

The losses, roughly estimated, are as fol- 
lows: Benjamin & Co., building, $400,000; 
stock, $450,000. They had nearly 200,000 
orders for spring suits making up, and m addi- 
tion they carried a large stock of overcoats 
and smoking jackets. The building was built 
eight years ago by Isidor Sohnfield, feather 
manufacturer, and was known as the “Sohn- 
field Folly.”’ Later he failed, and four years 
ago Alfred Benjamin moved into it. He died 
about three years ago, since which it has been 
astock company.

Armed White Men from Wrightsville Arrive 
and Put Them Down—One Negro Taken 
Off and Probably Lynched. 


Macon, Ga., March 17.—[{Special.]—Infor- 
mation was received in Macon today of a riot 
at Bruton yesterday afternoon. Bruton is near 
Dublin.

CHARMING THE DEAD. 


A Singular Ceremony for the Recovery of 
Dead Bodies. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., March 17.—[Special.] 
A curious case of negro superstition has been 
reported from a district above this city. 

Tue ConstTiTuTION readers will remember 
the drowning of four negroes, who, loaded up 
on liquor, attempted to go across the swollen 
Oconee and get a supply of the ardent for 
future reference. When they had reached the 
middle of the stream, the boat became un- 
manageable and was capsized, leaving its load 
of human freight in a watery grave. Since 
that time a futile effort has been made to re- 
cover the bodies, and the last resort is a sort 
of conjuring process that originated in the 
brain of a voodooist of that section. A dress 
that was worn by the wives or ‘‘first loves’’ of 
each of the drowned men was procured and 
securely tied to a stick, and the men who 
invented the scheme began the work of res- 
cue by holding them just over the water, while 
he rowed up and down the river in a boat. 
If the scheme had the desired effect, it was to 
be shown by the dresses falling in the river 
and sinking under the water when near the 
spot where the “‘lost love’’ rested. The pro- 
ceedings were regarded as a very sacred cere- 
mony, anda great crowd gathered along the 
tiver’s banks, and emphasized its sanctity by 
weeping and praying, while their mellifiuous 
overtures reverberated with solemnity across 
the tranquil waters. When last heard from, 
the dresses were still on top, and the negroes 
of that section are now satisfied that the 
bodies floated a considerable distance down 
the stream. 

In the same section, a new theory regarding 
the continued rains has been sprung, and 
under the present state of things there are 
plenty who will vow that the rains will never 
cease. Some weeks ago a negro died in that 
locality, and was to have been buried near 
Zion’s chapel. The grave was dug and every- 
thing made ready for the funeral, when 
the family of the deceased decided to bury the 
body in another place, which wasdone. Im- 
mediately after this, the rains began to fall 
and have continued almost incessantly since 
then. The negroes vow that it will never 
cease to rain until that grave is filled up, and 
that the man who has that duty to perform 
will be the next one to die in that section. 
The negroes are considerably worked up over 
the matter, but none of them will dare to rem- 
edy the evil by filling up the grave. It con- 
tinues to yawn by night and day, terrifying 
the ignorant and superstitious, who sit on 
their porches and fences and watch the show- 
ers kill their prospects for a coming crop.

RIOTERS GO TO THE PEN. 


The Assailants of Marshal Jackson Con- 
victed. 


LAWRENCENILLE, Ga.,|March'17.—[Special.] 
The celebrated trial of the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern railroad negro rioters, charged 
with firing upon Marshal Jackson, of Jug 
Tavern, and his posse, on January 23, 1891, 
was concluded this week. ‘Two of the de- 
fendants, the negroes, were convicted of as- 
sault with intent to murder. The other de- 
fendant, W. L. Kitchens, was convicted of 
shoeting at another. He was charged with 
having been the ringleader, and led a drunken 
mob of negroes in their charge upon the 
authorities. Messrs. Jackson, Booth and 
Jones swore he was in the crrowd and, as 
Jackson approached to arrest them, told 
them, “Kill him, G—d d n~ ~=him,’’ 
whereupon about twenty shots were fired 
at Booth and Jackson. Kitchens says he was 
not in the crowd, and denied their statement 
in toto. The state’s witnesses were worthy of 
belief, but the jury doubtless concluded that 
they were honestly mistaken as to Kitchens 
being the white man who led the rioters— 
neither Booth nor Jackson were hit—but one 
white man and one negro of the railroad crowd 
were seriously wounded. ‘The white man was 
shotin the head and the negro all over with 
a double-barrel shotgun. 

Judge Hutchens sentenced the negroes to 
two years each in the penitentiary. A misde- 
meéanor penalty was put upon Kitchens as the 
jury evidently intenued such by their verdict,

The Bloody Tragedy Enacted in. Carroll 
County Yesterday. 
CARROLLTON, Ga., March 17.—[Special.]— 
The Hill-Perkins murder which was reported 
yesterday seems to have been more heinous 
than was firststated. Gilbert Cole, coroner of 
this county, held an inquest over the dead boy, 
Bird Perkins, yesterday evening, and the tes- 
timony of Will Harper, the only eye witness, 
shows it to be a fearful murder. Harper testi- 
fied that Hill, himself and John Perkins were 
in the woods, and that Hill, without provoca- 
tion, hit at John Perkins witha large knife 
and hit Bird, his elder brother, cutting his 
heart open. He made another lick at John, 
and cut a fearful gash just under the heart, 
from which he fell totheearth. Hill told 
Harper that he had killed the boys, and that 
his only chance was to kill him, and he pulled 
from his left pocket the bloody knife and 
from his right pocket a pistol, and pointed it 
at him. Harper knocked up his arm, 
and the pistol ball flew wide of its mark. Hill 
staggered back, and Harper ran for dear life. 
Hill made chase and ran Harper half a mile, 
shooting and cutting at him. Harper reached 
a house and Hill turned back. 
’ The coroner’s jury returned a verdict that 
Bird Perkins came to his death from a knife 
in the hands of M. J. Hill, and the same was 
willful murder. Bird Perkins was buried to- 
day, and reports are that John Cannon is 
alive. Hill isin jail. 


ALL IN THE FAMILY. 


A Sensation in Which a Bloody Knife Ap- 
pears. 


Brunswick, Ga., March 17.—[Special.]-- 
Fred Gruber, a truck farmer, who was so seri- 
ously stabbed by his brother-in-law, William 
Nisi, at his farm, three miles from Brunswick, 
at 1 o’clock this morning, is still alive, though 
the physicians say his case is dangerous. The 
facts are: William Nisi left Germany four 
years ago, Came to America, went to work for 
Gruber, who warried his sister. He worked 
for Gruber about two years, for which he was 
promised $8 a month. He never received a 
cent, Gruber became financially embarrassed 
last August, and had all of his property, con- 
sisting of his residence and five acres of ground, 
transferred to Mrs. Gruber. Yesterday he 
had it transferred to himself again. Nisi 
had planted the ground in the early part of 
the year, and cultivated the crop for the bene- 
fit of himself and his sisters. Gruber, upon 
regaining ownership of the land yesterday, 
came to Nisi at the supper table and cursing 
him, said the crop was his. Upon Nisi’s ob- 
jecting to this, Gruber approached him and 
seizing him by the throat, began choking him, 
saying: *‘D—n you, I will kill you.” Nisi then 
took the carving knife and stabbed him in the 
back. Gruber’s condition is precarious, and it 
is teared he cannot live. The knife pene- 
trated the cavity on the left side of the spinal 
column, and it is thought the lungs are badly 
injured. Both men are well known.

Is Likely to Be Realized, as Negotiations 
Are Under Way. 

A summer opera for Atlanta. 

The plans have been matured, and negoti- 
ations have been opened with several man- 
agers of first-class troupes. 

Within the next two or three days a site 
will be selected, and then the new opera 
house will go up in a hurry. 

Ample capital is behind the venture, and it 
will be first-class in every detail. 

The opera will run for a season of ten weeks, 
with two operas each week, performances 
nightly and Saturday matinee. 

For the past month the enterprise has been 
under way. Itis now understood that it has 
assumed definite shape, and in fact, that the 
site for the house is to be secured tomorrow.

Mr. Kleibocher was connected with the 
McColiin Opera Company and a number of 
other first-rate organizations, and is well 
equipped to make the enterprise attractive 
and protitable. 

The idea is to make the opera a permanent 
institution, and the site will be either pur 
chased outright or leased fora term of ten 
years. The gentlemen interested prefer to 
purchase the site if it can be done reasonably. 

They have studied the situation thoroughly, 
have looked over a number of sites offered, 
and finally determined upon one or two 
lots, one or the other to be accepted tomor- 
row, it is understood. .

The People of Macon Are Still Unsatisfied 
With the Advisory Board's Action. 

As concerning the action of the general ad- 
visory board of the military of the state, the 
people of Macon are stili unsatisfied. ;

Macon, Ga., March 17.—[{Special.]|—The 
people of Macon do not think THE ConsTITU- 
TION gave as full a report yesterday of the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting of the military 
advisory board on Saturday as it could have 
done. Tue Constitution simply published 
the resolution introduced by Captain Gilbert, 
of Columbus, and left the impression that 
the resolution was, adopted in 
toto, and the board’s previous action in regard 
to selecting Macon as the permanent encamp- 
ment, was null and void. In fact, THE Con- 
STITUTION report said: ‘‘The situation now 
is: What the board had done already in the 
matter of selecting a permanent site don’t go.”

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Foreigners North and South. 

In the south society wages war against 
criminals, and not against foreigners. 

In the north society wages war against 
foreigners, and not against criminals. 

This is a plain statement of the case, and 
the comments of the press upon the recent 
New Orleans lynching will bear us out. 

For half a century the northern newspa- 
pers have been opposing lynch law, declar- 
ing that it is never a justifiable remedy. On 
the other hand, the representative newspa- 
pers of the south, while deprecating the wild 
justice of the mob, have maintained that in 
exceptional instances it is right for the peo- 
ple to resume their sovereignty and apply a 
desperate remedy to a desperate evil. 

Just now the utterances of the press are 
9 unusually significant. With few exceptions, 
the @eading northern dailies agree with The 
New York Times that the citizens of New 
Orleans were right in taking the law into 
their own hands last Saturday. The southern 
papers, with few exceptions, condemn the 
affair. The Mobile Register says that there 
was no good reason for the lynching, and 
that it will increase the spirit of lawlessness. 
The Houston Post says that the tragedy was 
simply monstrous. 

How are these opposing views tobe ac- 
counted for? Why is it that this outbreak is 
defended or palliated in the north? 

The explanation is on the surface. If the 
victims had been negroes the northern press 
would have boiled over, and demanded the 
interference of the federal government, and 
the reconstruction of Louisiana. But the 
men who were executed happened to be 
Italians—foreigners—and that made it quite 
another matter. 

The bitter, unreasonable and growing 
hatred of foreigners iy the north has _be- 
come a blind craze. When a negro is 
lynched for the worst of crimes, a felonious 
assault upon a helpless white woman, the 
-north protests; when the foreigner meets 
the same fate, even when his guilt has not 
been proved, the north smilingly approves or 
offers a tame and insincere rebuke. 

Of the two sections the south occupies the 
higher moral plane. She proscribes and 
punishes men for crime, and not for the 
accident of birth. She does not take it for 
granted that a man’s nationality establishes 
his guilt. The men who perished the other 
day in the Crescent City were killed, not 
because they were low, and disagreeable 
foreigners, but because they were murderers 
who had shown themselves powerful enough 
to defy the law and the courts. 

In the south the law and order spirit is so 
strong that this wholesale slaughter has been 
condemned in terms unnecessarily harsh; in 
the north the law and order spirit is so weak, 
so swayed by prejudice, that the occurrence 
has been too readily and heartily excused. 


Tobacco Culture in Georgia. 

Great interest is being manifested in to- 
bacco culture in Georgia, and some valuable 
experiments will be made this year by en- 
terprising farmers who are convinced that 
the weed can be successfully grown here. 
The citizens of Thomas, Decatur, Whitfield 
and other counties are interested in the 
work and will devote considerable attention 
to the growing of tobacco this year. 

In Thomas county it has been demon- 
strated that there is money in tobacco for 
those who will cultivate it. Every experi- 
ment which has been made in that section 
has yielded rich results, but heretofore to- 
bacco culture has been a limited experiment 
only and nothing on an extensive scale has 
been attempted. This will not be the case 
this year, however, large crops will be 
planted and more attention will be devoted 
tothem. In some counties tobacco seed has 
been distributed iree among the farmers, as 
an inducement to them to give it a fair trial, 
they pledging themselves to do so, and it is 
confidently predicted that when the returns 
are in they will be largely in favor of the 
farmers and the state as a tobacco-growing 
section. 

We are glad to note this widespread in- 
terest in an industry which, if successfully 
carried out, willadd to the wealth of the 
agricultural districts and benefit the state 
generally. There isno reason why North 
Carolina and Virginia should monopolize 
the tobacco industry, when other states have 
the soil and conditions for its successful 
pursuit. THE CONSTITUTION has _ seen 
samples of tobacco grown in north Georgia 
which are of the very highest grade, and the

everything is in favor of its growth, and 
that it can be made one of the most remuner- 
ative industries in the state. 

What the farmers need now is encourage- 
ment to continue their experiments until the 
tobacco question is decided in favor of 
Georgia, as it will be if proper attention is 
bestowed upon this important industry. Ex- 
perfenced tobacco growers from North Caro- 
lina and Virginia have personally investi- 
gated the experiments which have. been 
made, and it is their candid opinion that

ness should first be well informed as to the 
care and cultivation of the leaf, gaining 
what knowledge they can from men who 
have made it their business and following 
their plans as nearly as possible. No hap- 
hazard methods will do; they must go to 
work intelligently for all there is in it. —

experiments which are being made this year, 
convinced that in the growth of tobacco 
Georgia has an interest which means mill- 
fons. 
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No Time to Be Lost. 

Yesterday the bursting of a water 
main caused the city’s water supply to 
be cut off for several hours. 

If during that time any large block 
had caught fire the results might have 
been very disastrous. 

We are liable any day to be left in a 
helpless condition, practically at the 
mercy of the flames, if a fire should 
break out. 

Now, a city of 90,000 inhabitants can- 
not afford to run such a risk. That our 
peoyle take this view of the matter was 
emphatically shown. at the last election 
by their almost unanimous vote in favor 
of issuing the water bonds. 

But while the people demand an’ ade- 
quate water supply, and are willing to 
foot the bill, what has been done since 
the election by the city fathers to carry 
out the wishes of the people? Nothing. 

This will not de. In such a case de- 
lay is dangerous. Our present water 
supply is insufficient, and the tremendous 
pressure necessary to force it into the 
city may at any time burst a main and 
cause us to be left high and dry, the 
easy prey of the Fire King. 

It is time for the council to act. 

The city can no longer do with its 
present water supply, which is entirely 
inadequate. 


Capitalin Arkansas. 

Too much constitution and _ too little 
capital will hamper the progress of any 
state, and thisis whatis the matter with 
Arkansas. 

Under the constitution of Arkansas usury 
not only forfeits the interest, but the princi- 
pal also. 

Capitalists regard this asa temptation too 
great for many a borrower to withstand. It 
has a tendency to lead debtors to manufac- 
ture evidence in order to. beat the lenders 
out of their money. 

Then there is a law on the statute books 
requiring an appraisement to be made of 
property sold under a mortgage for -money 
loaned, and unless the property brings 
two-thirds of the appraisement the sale is 
postponed one year. After the expiration 
of that time the property can be sold, sub- 
ject to redemption within a certain period. 

Now, capital is notoriously timid, and 
men with money to loan are naturally very 
cautious about placing itin a state where 
there issomuch protection for the debtor 
and so little for the creditor. 

Arkansas needs money, and with her 
splendid natural advantages she can get all 
she wants at 7 per cent, if she will remodel 
her constitution and some of her laws that 
interfere with the collection of debts. The 
peopledo not needa paternal government 
limiting their contracts, and managing their 
business for them. 

The constitution of a state should be a 
very simple, elastic instrument, confined 
to the essentials of an organic law, and 
leaving details to the judgment of the legis- 
lature. Several of the southern states had 
sucha scare during the reconstruction era 
that when they emerged from it they were 
afraid to trust the people, and made the 
mistake of framing constitutions with a view 
to fettering future legislatures so that th 
could do no mischief. The evil consequences 
of these ironclad laws are now being felt, 
and the sooner they are reformed or modi- 
fied the better it will be for all concered. 


‘ The Issues. 

We print elsewhere on this page a letter 
from Senator Isham G. Harris to the editor 
of a Tennessee paper on the subject of the 
free coinage of silver. Though the letter is 
brief, it will be found to be comprehensive 
in its outlines of the subject. 

The Nashville American agrees with the 
senator that the silver question is second only 
to the tariff issue as the most important of 
economical issues. This is true in a large 
sense, and yet it should be qualified. The 
tariff is the leading issue because the dis- 
cussion and dissection of the McKinley bill 
exposed to view the whole rotten fabric of 
republican protection—the taxation of the 
many for the benefit of the few—the build- 
ing up of monopolies at the expense of the 
people. It was on this issue, backed by the 
threat of the infamous force bill, that the 
democratic party won its unparalleled victory 
on the 4th of last November. The issue of 
tariff reform cannot be sent to the rear by 
any other issue, and there is no proposition 
from any quarter, so far as we have seen, 
that this should be done. 

And yet it would be difficult to decide 
which is the more important issue—that 
which contemplates the reduction of tariff 
taxation, or that which proposes to open the 
mints of the country to the free coinage of 
silver. The truth is, there is no necessity 
for discussing or deciding such a question. 
The two issues go hand in hand, in so far as 
their purposes are concerned. They mean 
the financial relief of the people and the 
release of the country from the clutches of 
the monopolists. : 

While the tariff question is not to be made 
secondary, the silver question cannot be 
ignored. The demonetization of silver has 
robbed the farmers of the country of as large | 
an amount of their hard e@rnings as the 
tariff and free coinage means financial relief. 
Our readers are familiar with the fact that the 
price of bullion silver runs side by side with 
the price of wheat and cotton. As silver 
goes down, it is quickly followed by cotton 
and wheat, and inthis way the farmers of 
the United States have been robbed of 
millions of dollars since 1873. 

Free coinage would harm no one 
the British, who are now enabled to buy 80 
cents worth of American silver, send it to 
India and buy $1 worth of Indian wheat and 
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his late publications, it is not to be thought 
of. The democratic party cannot put it aside 
or postpone it. As The Nashville American 
aptly says, the issue ‘‘has broken all bonds, 
trampled down all considerations of party 
prudence, and defied all the commandsof 
party caucuses. -Itis not a question as to 
what we siiall do or say about the silver ques- 
tion—it is a question as to what the silver 
question will do and say for itself.” 

This is undoubtedly true: 
wasa more vital, or active, energetic issue 
presented to the voters of the country. It 
touches the pockets and the common sense of 
the people at all points. It would be in- 
teresting to hear how sucha question can 
be postponed to suit the personal con- 
veniences of particular candidates or par- 
ticular states. A free coinage bill will be 
passed by the next congress, and the repub- 
lican president will veto it. This will make 
the issue more prominent and pressing than 
ever, and the democratic politician who 
stands in the way of the tidal wave of public 
opinion that will follow, will retire from the 
public view in a bedraggled condition. 


The Mystery of the Hill Letter. 

Editor Watterson grows more and 
more interesting every day. We are not 
speaking now of the ordinary interest that 
attaches to the few-——-the very few—men who 
have gifts equal to those of Mr. Watterson, 
or whose reputations are asrichly deserved. 
We are speaking of the special and peculiar 
interest which attache’ to the extraordinary 
events and episodes which have recently 
made Mr. Watterson their site and center,

There was, the remarkable letter 


first, 


to Governor Hill, which aroused the interest 


of the whole country, followed by the 
governor’s prompt denial that he had received 
such a letter. The comment and contro- 
versy occasioned by this episode showed that 
the public interest was thoroughly aroused, 
and it has remained in a state of compara- 
tive suspense ever since. 

Naturally, Mr. Watterson was sought out 
by reporters, and he, being a kindly disposed 
gentleman, was inclined to favor them with 
remarks suggested by their inquiries. In 
explaining his letter to Governor Hill, and 
in deploring the irritation of that functionary, 
Mr. Watterson said that he had written a 
letter to Mr. Cleveland which, in terms, was 
much more impertinent than that which he 
had addressed to the governor of New York, 
but Mr. Cleveland, instead of showing any 
irritation, replied ina kindly and friendly 
way. Mr. Watterson remarked, further, 
that Mr. Cleveland isat liberty to give the 
letter to the public. 

Naturally, this statement turned attention 
to Mr. Cleveland, who, in response to the 
importunities of the reporters, declared that 
he did not remember any such correspond- 
ence as that referred to by Mr. Watterson. 
If the correspondence had taken place it was 
probably filed away among his papers, and it 
would take him some time to find it. 

Attention turned again to Mr. Watterson, 
who was now unfortunately ill with 
the grippe. He admitted the energetic 
reporter to his bedroom, and after some 
conversation, informed his astonished guest 
that the public had no interest in the matter, 
his correspondence with Mr. Cleveland being 
purely a private affair. He said he would 
talk no further about the matter. He even 
went so faras tosend an inflammatory mes- 
sage to the newspapersand the public, but 
he recalled it before the reporter got to the 
door. 

Meantime, while all this was going on, 
rumor had set her pot a-boiling in a different 
quarter. A dispatch went forth from 
Keokuk, Ia., (why Keokuk, we do not 
know) stating thatcertain prominent demo- 
crats had been told by Mr. Watterson that, 
having some doubt as to whether the Hill 
letter would hurt or help matters, he hagl for- 
warded it to Mr. Cleveland in order to get 
his views of the matter; that Mr. Cleveland, 
after keeping the letter two weeks, returned 
it with the suggestion that it would not be 
advisable to send it; and that Mr. Watterson 
thereupon threw. it into his waste basket. 

A special dispatch from Kokomo (pray 
observe the beautifully alliterative coin- 
cidence: Keokuk, Kokomo!) says that this 
statement was shown to Mr. Watterson, who 
read it with interest, but refused to make 
any satisfactory comment thereon. ‘But, 
colonel,’’ said the reporter—we quote from 
the Kokomo dispatch—‘“‘is it true that 
the letter was never mailed to Governor 
Hill? Is it true that it was first submitted 
to Mr. Cleveland?”’ 

Mr. Watterson’s reply adds tothe mys- 
teriousness of this extraordinary series of 
mysteries. ‘‘I must insist,’’ said the great 
democratic editor and leader, ‘‘upon adhering 
strictly to my resolution, and refuse to dis- 
cuss the matter further. I positively wash 
my hands of the whole affair. I have said 
all I-care to say—all that I consider necessary 
or proper to say.”’ 

For our part, we refuse to believe that Mr. 
Watterson’s hands need washing. We do 
not believe that he is responsible for the 
publication of the letter that Governor Hill 
never received, and we believe that the facts 
will come out sooner or later.

A PROMINENT citizen in St. Louis said to a re- 
porter the other day ;: ““Naturé has her own cure for 
that dread disease—diphtheria. It is nothing 
more nor less than pineapple juice. I declare that 
I have found it to be a specific. It will cure the 
worst case that ever mortal flesh was afflicted 
with. I did not discover the remedy. The col- 
ored people of the south did that. Two years ago 
I was engaged in lumbering in Mississippi. 
One of my children was down with 
diphtheria, and the questidn of his 
death was simply the) problem for a few hours to 
determine. An old colored man, to whom my wife 
had shown some kiniesses, called at the house, 
and saying that he had heard of my little one’s 
illness, urged me to try pineapple juice. The old 
fellow declared that in years where he came 
from, he had seen it tried a million times, and 
that in each case it had proyed effective. Sol 
secured a pineapple and squeezed out the juice. 
My little one was in terrible distress. The diph- 
theria membrane|was black and protruded from the 
nose, the jaw was set amd paralyzed, the tongue 
was black and the child’s breathing could 
be heard fifty feet away. The physicians 
objected to my using pineapple juice 
Saying the child might choke. They 
had never heard of the.remedy and were bit- 
terly opposed to my using it. But the'old darky’s 
counsel prevailed and I told him to treat the boy. 
The little fellow could not swallow anything, but 
the old darky rubbed the juice on the boy’s tongue. 
Then he called for a tube, which he filled with 
juice, and taking the rubber nipple off the baby’s 
milk bottle, fixed it on one end, and thus injected 
the juice into my boy’s mouth. After awhile some 
of it went down the throat, and after some hours 
the patient showed signs of improvement.

THE MEMPHIS COMMERCIAL says: “There are a 
large number of words which, until recently, have 
escaped the attention of lexicographers. In the 
text of the Encyclopedia Britannica there are 
10,000 words which have never been formeriy en- 
tered and defined in any dictionary, In the Cen- 
tury Dictionary there are 70,000 words found in no 
other. This fact shows the unrealized wealth of 
the Englighlanguage. It takes a child several 
years to acquire 1,000 words, The average il- 
literate person never uses more. than: from 
1,000 to 2,000 words. Intelligent persons, 
even those engaged in the learned professions, do 
not make use of more than from 6,000 to 8,000 
words all told, although there are properly belong- 
ing to the English language over 225,000. The 
Shakespearean standard was less than 2,500 words, 
not counting those that are compounded and 
hyphenated. However, the famous iwriter or au- 
thority of today, whether he uses words to ex- 
press nice shades of meaning or as technical tools 
of thought in his own department, must have at 
his command a vocabulary of from 30,000 to 40,000 
words, the latter being the maximum acquired by 
any man now living. 


ITALY HAS ten ironclads, five steel warships, 
and two wooden warships, allof the first class; 
twenty-one war vessels of the second class, 
twenty-seven of the third class, fifty ocean tor- 
pedo vessels, sixty torpedo boats of various 
classes, twenty-three ironclads for coast de- 
fense—in all a navy of 258 vessels, carrying 583 
guns and manned by 16,786 men.

HARRIS AND FREE COINAGE. 


The Lawrenceburg Democrat this week pub- 
lishes the following extract from a private letter 
to the editor of that paper from Senator Harris, 
which gives in a few words the status of the 
silver question, and its relation to gold. As this 
will be the issue during the next presidential can- 
vass paramount to, if it does not, in fact, take 
precedence over the tariff question in the south 
and west, the views of the senior senator from 
Tennessee will be regarded with something more 
than ordinary interest. The letter, which is repro- 


‘duced below, shows, which everybody knew 


before, that the senator is in full accord with 
southern and western sentiment on this question: 

‘<I send you by this mail some speeches on the 
silver question. Second only to tariff taxation,’ it 
is the’ most important of economic questions. Sil- 
ver and gold have been recognized as money met- 
als from the beginning of civalization, and their 
production comes nearer keeping pace with the 
increase of population than any other metals. 

“To deny to silver free and unlimited coinage is 
to degrade it below the standard of a money metal 
and to make gold the only standard or measure of 
value, which in effect diminishes the volume of 
currency about Qne-half. You reduce the price of 
labor and all of the products of labor in precisely 
thesame ratio that you reduce the volume of 


money. 
“Capitalists want to reduce the volume of 
money because it will increase the value or pur- 
chasing power of theif capital. Labor wants to 
increase the volume because it increases the price 
of labor and the products of labor. Capital buys 
the best talent of the country to devise and main- 
tain policies to promote \its interests, by which 
means it has absolutely controled the legislation 
of this country for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Andasameans of benefiting itself at the 
expense of labor, in 1873 it managed to have silver 
demonetized, which reduced the volume of money 
about one-half. 

“At that time silver bullion was worth in the 
markets of the world 3 per cent more than gold at 
our ratio of sixteen for one. And, singularly 
enough, the United States, which produces about 
as much silver as all the balance of the world, 
took the initiative in demonetizing and striking 
itdown. Degraded below the dignity of a money 
metal and becoming a mere commofiity, of course 
it is depreciating in price. 

‘‘When we proposed to remonetize it in 1878 and 
admit it to limited coinage of not less than $2,- 
000,000, nor more than $4,000,000 a month, we were 
told by the representatives of capital that a silver 
dollar containing 412'4 grains was worth less than 
a gold dollar, and that it would be a dishonest 
dollar, and if we remonetized and admitted it 
even to this limited coinage we would reduce this 
country to a silver standard and drive all the 
gold out of the country. We passed the 
bill, however, and under it have coined 
some $300,000,000, upon most of which silver cer 
tificates were issued. We had in 1878 about $230,- 
000,000 in gold in this country. Mr. Sherman, then 
secretary of the treasury, issued an order author- 
izing the exchange of silver certificates for gold, 
dollar for dollar, and in a very short time $80,000,- 
000 in gold were brought to the treasury and ex- 
changed for silver certificates, and Mr. Sherman 
suspended the order. 

“And so far from driving the $230,000,000 of gold 
then in the country from it, we have gradually in- 
creased our gold until we have now about $700,- 
000,000 in gold. But I will not bore| you with far- 
ther details. Every consideration of gropriety, 
justice and right demand the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, and nothing but. the greed and 
avarice of the capitalist opposses it. Respectfully,

ST. PATRICK’S DAY OBSERVED IR 
j\ATLANTA. 


The Hibernian Society—How the Day Was 
Observed by Atlanta Irishmen 
Yesterday. 


In the morning the Hibernian Benevolent 
Society met in its hall over Lowry’s bank, and 
attended a lecture delivered at the Church of 
the Immaculate Conception by Father Keiley 
on “‘The Life and Work of St. Patrick.” 

Father Keiley spoke of the beauty of the 
saint’s life of him who, having served four 
masters as a slave, and gaining freedom 
studied for the priesthood, then returned to 
Ireland, at that timea land of idolitry, to 
turn them to the only true religion. 

Father Keiley then spoke of the communion 
of saints, telling how this patron saint of the 
nation, in the presence of God, ever prayed 
for the people to whom he had devoted his 
life, and watching over them. 

After the lecture the society returned to the 
hall and elected the following officers for the 
ensuing year: ! 

C. P. Johnson, president; William Dowling, 
vice president; Thomas Noonan, secretary ; 
James Walsh, treasurer; J. D. Brady, M. N. 
Blunt and H. G. Keeney, finance commit- 
tee. 

In the evening a reception was held at the 
hall by the society. It was attended by the 
members and a large number of their friends. 
Eloquent speeches were made by Mr. Tom 
Corrigan, Mr Richard Dow, Mr. James 
O’Neil and Father Keiley. 

The speakers delt especially with the. great 
religeous work done by St. Patrick, and spoke 
of his labors in their country’s behalf.

In speaking of Charles Stewart Parnell, Mr.

Stewart Parnell. And while I condone not his 
offense, I do not condemn those of his country- 
men who at a word from a garrulous 
old egotist turned their backs upon him.”’ 

Speaking of the recent riot in New Orleans, 
Father Keiley said: 

“It will be the subject of much press com- 
ment for days to come, and of much severe 
criticism, especially in New England where 
they have ahabit of attending to other peo- 
ple’s business more than theirown. Eventu- 
ally the world will condemn it. I notice in 
the papers that resolutions have been passed 
in England harshly condemning it. 

‘‘What right has England to speak when 
she perverts the law and lets riot and rapine 
ruje in our afflicted country ?’’ 

After Father Keiley’s speech refreshments 
were served and the remainder of the evening 
was spent socially, with songs and recitations 
by various members of the society.

WANT THEIR OWN TRACKS. 


“Come Off,’? Says the Western and At- 
lantic to the Georgia Pacific. 


As was stated several days ago in Tur Con- 
STITUTION, the Georgia Pacific trains will be 
obliged to cease using the tracks of the West- 
ern and Atlantic road between Simpson street 
and the union depot. 

It was thought by some that Superintendent 
Ryder’s action affecting the transferring of 
the through freight cars of the Air-Line, 
Georgia Pacific and Georgia roads from the 
Western and Atlantic tracks to the Belt road 
would relieve the latter line of a heavy 


of the use of the tracks by the Georgia Pacific. 

But this is not to be. 

The Georgia Pacific pays for this privi- 
lege $200 per month. Twelve trains daily, 
or 30 monthly, pass overthe tracks. 
It will thus be seen the road _ pays 
just about 554 cents for every train. The 
Western and Atlantic people say they do not 
want to'give the privilege at any price, let 
alone that one,and that the Georgia Pacific 
must make other’arrangements. When asked 
if an increased rental would answer, an ofiicial 
of the former road said that was a matter re- 
quiring discussion, but that his road would 
much prefer the exclusive use of its own 
tracks,

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“The Building and Loan Case.’’ 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: There appeared in your 
paper of Saturday an article announcing, with a 
“fiourish of trumpets,” the adverse decision to 
the Atlanta National Building and Loan Associa- 
tion of a small suit against it.in a justice court, 
andin the paper of this morning the subject is 
referred to again in such a way as to make an 
invidious comparison between said association 
and another, to the apparent detriment of the 
former. As it isclearfrom said articles that 
the position of the Atlanta National Building 
and Loan Association is totally misunderstood 
I think a presentation of the facts is impera- 
tively called for. The question ai issue was 
whether by-laws duly enacted for the government 
of a building and loan association, constituting 
the contract between its meiobers, and prescrib- 
ing the terms upon which those electing to dis- 
solve. the co-partnership before the time 
fixed by contract fer dissomtion could 
witndraw, should be obeyed and respected. 
And this question involved two others, 
to-wit; First, whether @ member in arrears, 
seeking to withdraw, could be required to pay t he 
fines accrued against him in consequence of such 
arrearages. Second, whether withdrawing shares 
could be charged with their proportion of the ex- 


nses. 
in the case in point the plaintiff had made seven 
monthly dee poe only; the by-laws required a 
membership of at least one year before any with- 
drawal, so that there was four fall mouths in 
which the plaintiff was in arrears at the time his 
right of withdrawal wouid have occurred. The 
association only insisted that the fines incident 
upon such arrearages and the expenses c - 
bie to such shares, as fixed by the by-laws, should 
be deducted in the settlement. The learned mag- 
istrate, in the judgment rendered by him, allowed 
neither nor any part thereof. Not only do said 
by-laws (putin evidence by the plaintiiT himself

Also, same section: “A member desiring to with- 
draw shall be allowed to do so upon proper notice 
given to the association of his intention, and 
with the privilege of teceiving from it what he 
has paid in by way of subscription after deducting 
all fines and charges against him and his propor- 
tionate share of the expenses of the enterprise to 
the date of his withdrawal, etc.” 

Also section 87: “A member who isin arears 
hasno right to withdraw from the society,” con- 
tending further that the society hasalien upon 
the shares for its charges. 

Such has been the well-established law so long 
that it may be said to be the common lawof build- 
mg associations. 

tis strange then, or unreasonable, that the 
association looking to the rights of all members, 
Should endeavor to carry out these well-estab- 
lished principles of building and load, embodied 
in its by-laws and sanctioned by law? 

Faithfulness on the partof its members, in 
sticking§to it out to the end, and promptly paying 
assessments is what achieves suecess in a building 
and loan society. Those who drop by the wayside, 
especially early in the day, should not expect to 
reap much of the rewards. :

It seems then that if Mr. Knight 
had been in “the Sitate’’ (said to be successor of 
“the Atlanta’’) and had left off paying for four 
months, he would never have reached the point of 
withdrawal at all, but his whole stock would have 
been forfeited and cancelled.

A SAD AFFLICTION. 


. The Pathetic Ending of a Short and Inter- 


esting Life Story. 


Tuesday one week ago “Mr. Allie C. Perry, 
well knownin Atlanta, died at his homein 
Washington., D. C., after a five days’ illness 
of pneumonia. 

At the time of his death his young wife was 
ill with brain fever, and in consequence of her

Mrs. Perry is a sister of Mr. Sam Burbank, 
of this city.

DODD IS ARRESTED. 


JIM CHOSEWOOD’S SLAYER CAUGHT 
IN LYNCHBURG. 


A Tragedy Over a Mug of Beer, Which Oc- 
curred in a Decatur Street Barroom 
ae Last November. 


Sayette Dodd, wanted in Atlanta for the 
murder of Jim Chosewood, has been arrested 
in Lynchburg, Va. 

This morning Deputy Sheriff John Faith 
will go to Lynchburg with requisition papers 
to bring Dodd back to Fulton county. 

He will then be tried for his life. 

Yesterday morning Chief Connolly received 
a telegram from the chief of police of Lynch- 
burg, notifying him of Dodd’s presence in that 
city, and his arrest. 

Dodd has been in the custody of the law 
there for some time, having served a term on 
the public works for engaging in a fight. 

The crime for which he is wanted in Atlanta, 
was committed last November. 

Dodd shot and instantly killed James 
Chosewood, in Tandy Congo’s saloon on 
Decatur street, near the Boulevard. 

He was clerking in the saloon,and the 


| shooting grew out of his refusing to give 


Chosewood a giass out of which todrinka 
measure of beer he bad bought. 

Chosewood had gone into the saloon with a 
boy who was boarding at his house. The boy 
was not of age. Chosewood and the boy sat 
down to a tabie and ordered a measure of beer. 
When this was brought, only one glass was 
furnished. Clposewood asked Dodd to drink 
with him and Dodd brought another glass and 
the men each drank a glass of beer. 

Dodd, when he had finished, returned with 
his giass to the counter. 

Chosewood then asked for another glass, 
which Dodd refused to supply. 

Some words passed between the two, Chose- 
wood threatening to throw the beer on him 
unless he gave him the glass. 

Dodd toid him if he did he would kill him, 
at the same time walking behind the counter. 

Chosewood got up from the table, and, 
taking the measure, which still had beer in it, 
splashed some of it out on the floor, asif he 
intended to throw it on Dodd. 

As he did so Dodd reached under the 
counter and took outa pistol. Before Chose- 
wood could speak a word, Dodd shot him in 
the breast. 

In the excitement that followed Dodd made 
his escape, and was not again heard of until 
arrested in Lynchburg. 

The coroner’s jury which investigated the 
shooting, returned a verdict to the etfect that 
Chosewood had come to his death from a pis- 
tol shot wound inflicted by Fayette Dodd, and 
that the killing was murder. 

Dodd went from Atlanta to Birmingham, 
and from there to Lynchburg, near where he 
has relatives.

B. Gordon, Governor—Sir: After the battle of 
Antietam, in September, 1862, 1 picked up on the 
field a musket that had scratched on the butt (as 
I can decipher it) H. F. Richardson, Cod. E, 14th 
(or 19th) Georgia Volunteers. A nephew of 
mine, who was temporarily with my regiment, 
asked for the musket, and 1 gave it to him. 
Within the last tew days I saw the musket, and it 
then occurred tome that if the owner was still 
living, who so gallantly handled it at the time, 
I would be glad to have it sent to him by express, 
if his address was indicated to me. Or, if not 
living, then if he has any relatives living who 
would prize this relic of the past, I wouid send it 
to them. 

A vlance at the records of your regimental or- 
ganizations in your adjutant general’s oflice 
will show whether there was such a soldier in 
General Lee’s «riny from Georgia at the time. 

If this matter be worthy of your consideration, 
and result in advising me of the parties who 
would like to be the custodian of this relic, I will 
be glad to do my Share in the matter.

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Some Errors Corrected. 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 16.—Editor Constitution: 
Allow me to correct one or two errors in your 
Savannah special. 

Governor Northern did not appoint the pre- 
mium committee for the state fair of 1891. It was 
elected by the executive committee, by a very de- 
cided inajority. That committee is composed of 
good and true men, and all of them have had long 
experience in matters connected with our state 
fairs. In their selection, no rights of the new ad- 
ministration were usurped by the old. 

I think also, your correspondent is in error as to 
the amount lost by the last fair. The amount on 
hand on the 10th of February, 1891, was not so 
large as it was the same date in 1890, but the dif- 
ference, Iam sure, was not s0 great as is indi- 
cated by your Savannah correspondent. 

At the last fair, our receipts were less and ex- 
penses greater than usual. The expenses were 
increased, mainly by the Chautauqua—a feature 
almost universally approved by the executive 
committee. 

It is very questionable if, with the number of 
fairsand expositions annually held in the state, 
they can be financially successful. So faras the 
Staie fair is concerned the management has never 
made any effort to accumulate money. The great 
object has been to illustrate the resources of the 
state,and promote its agricultural, mechanical 
andindustrial interests. 

oer members of the society think the state 
fairs should rotate, alternating between several of 
the larger cities in the state, and in its- rounds 
visiting and interesting every section of the state. 

The differences between the state fair commit- 
tee and the authorities at Macon are mainly a dif- 
ference of construction of the contract under 
which the fair is held in that city. 

We also desire the moral support of the people 
of Macon—2 hearty co-operation on their part 
with us—in making the fair serve the purposes 
for which itis held. Asa state fair, representing 
every interest in every section of the state, it de- 
mands the ait and encouragement of al) the peo- 
pie of the state. 

Two things are essential to a successful fair, 
viz, exhibits and patronage. The exhibits and 
premiums may be all thatis desired; and if the 
attendance is divided between several exposi- 
tions, or the weather should be unfavorable or 
crops short, financial loss is sure to follow. 

The state fair committee is moving cautiously. 
If the way be clear for holding it, every effort will 
be made to make it a success.

PRESIDENT THOMAS’S TESTIMONY. 

“What was the condition of the bridges on 
he Western and Atlantic road when the Nash- 
oll Chattanooga and St. Louis assumed con- 
trol of it last December ?”’ 

“They were safe enough for engines of 
thirty or thirty-five tons, but not safe for fifty- 
ton engines, such as are now necessary in 
carrying on the business of the road. They 
have been strengthened temporarily, and we 
are getting ready to renew all of them now.” 

That was the drift of President Thomas's 
testimony. His remarks, about the inade- 
quacy of the bridges to the demands of the 
present trafiic, applied to all the bridges on the 


road. 


part of the history of the case. 

Major Cummings argued forcibly against the 
admission of Mr. Brown’s speech. 

“The statements were made incidentally,” 
saidhe. “The question of betterments was 
not being discussed, but an entirely different 
matter. The lessees could not be bound by it, 
even though Mr. Brown had entered into a 
written agreement, then and there, waiving 
our claim for betterments. This was merely 
an opinion or construction of law given off- 
hand.’’ 

“It’s part of the history of the case,’ said 
Judge Anderson. “It goes to show the con- 
struction put by the lessees themselves upon 
the original lease compact. It can be shown 
that President Brown and the other ofticers, 
representing the lessees, had full knowledge of 
what was said, and they did not afterwards 
dissent from it.’’ 

The matter had not been decided when the 
commission adjourned, a few minutes before 
3 0’clock. 

The commission met yesteraay afternoon at 
Colonel Hammond’s office to decide as to the 
advisability of both speeches—Mr. Wright’s 
and Mr. Brown’s.

“The track,’’ said Mr. Thomas, ‘‘would be 
good for a thirty-ton engine, but not for a fifty- 
ton engine.’’ 

Of the forty-four engines delivered, Mr. 
Thomas made this classification : 

“Ten are serviceable, twenty are too light 
for service and fourteen are condemned. The 
fourteen classed as condemned are twenty- 
eight ton, the class used before the war, and 
worth only ? of a cent a pound for scrap. 
The twenty engines are of no use on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. They might 
be used on a branch road. A fair price for the 
other ten would be $4,000 each.”’ 

He was asked to compare these ten with 
engines in good condition, such as he would 
select for the business of the road. 

“Since the new lease went into effect I have 
bought twenty at $9,000 each.” 

“What are the passenger cars worth ?” 

“We have received thirty-two cars, and 
a fair price would be $1,500 each. The 
passenger cars are second and third class.”’ 

President Thomas explained that he had 
agreed with the old lease company to receipt 
for the full number of engines and cars, so 
that he would have no claim against the state 
for engines and cars not delivered. 

“But,” said he, “‘whenI receipt forthe en- 
gines I shall insist that they are worth only 
680 much.’”’ 

“How much?” asked Judge Hall. 

“T wouldn’t give $75,000 for the whole 
lot.” 

In reply to another question Mr. Thomas 
stated that engines cost less now than they did 
in 1870; about in the ratio of $12,000 and

They have good reason to 
fear his displeasure, but they never lose faith 
in his justice. They know he is solicitous for 
their well-being, and they trust him as a father 
to supply their needs and lead them through 
every danger. Thus he gets from them 
the best service and loyalty. 
When Stanley hovered between life and 
death on the banks of the Congo, his faithful 
black servants thought all would be lost if the 
master perished. When Barttelot met his 
cruel fate at the hands of an assassin, the 
Zanzibaris danced and sang, for they Jooked 
upon his tragic taking off as a blessing, ex- 
pecting to be sparedin future such wrongs as 
they had long endured. That is the differ- 
ence between a born leader of enterprisesin 
savage lands anda man who should never be 
entrusted with responsibilities in such a 
country. 

“Stanley is just in his dealings with the 
natives. Understanding them perfectly, he is 
patient with these children of nature. He 
leads them the way he wishes them to go 
with boundless tact and patience. ‘Be 
patient with these simple-minded people.’ he 
says. ‘Never punish them in anger. Never 
strike them; butif you must strike them, do 
so with the open hand, not with the clenched 
fist.” A careful study of all Stanley’s career 


‘in Africa will convince any one that in his 


general line of policy his consideration for the 
natives, his desire to do them justice, have 
been characteristics as marked in his case as 
in that of Livingstone. Stanley’s name on the 
Congo is Bula Matadi. It is a significant fact 
that today Bula Matadi means to 
many thousands government—the pow- 
er that enforces iaw and order. They 
call the government of the Congo State, whose 
controlling intiuence they feel, Bula Matadi. 

‘Stanley has dealt death to savage foes and 
to traitors in the camp; but from the time he 
fought the savages of Brumire island, in Vic- 
toria Nyanza, to the end of his last journey, it 
will not be said by any one whose opinion is 
valuable, that Stanley ever ruthlessly 
sacrificed human life. He has shed 
blood in self-defense; he has executed men 
when their disloyalty or crime called for ret- 
ribution. But Stanley’s sense of justice is 
large, and tyrannical cruelty plays no part in 
his career.
